A MURDEROUS HUSBAND. 


Killed— 


Lynched—A Cvrrespendent 
Wound Dead. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., October 2 —Jim 
Rhodes, the murderer of the Massie family, 
Vas taken outof jail between 12 and 1 o’elock 
last night by a body of armed men and car- 
ried about half a mile from jail and bung to 
a tree. Citizens who were near by state that 
Rhodes begyed for more time in order to 
make a confession, butas a number of citizens 
were rapidly approaching the scené, “the 
lynchers swung him toa limb. Heconfessed 
he was Rhodes and said his mother and 
vrother Lee did not do any of the killing. 

fhe lynchers of James Rhodes, last night, 
numbered about forty, and it is thought they 
had a hundred cr more confederates in town. 
Chey compelled the jailer to surrender the 
keys of the jail and overpowered the guards 
Rhodes, on discerning their object, gave a 
loud wail which was heard at some distance. 
A large crowd of citizens collected and fol 
lowed the lynchers but were halted by the 
guards in the highway about fifty yards from 
the tree on whieh Rhodes was hung. He 
was heard to admit that he was James Rhodes 
aud to say that his brother, who was in jail. 
and his mother, took no partin the murder, 
He begged for fifteen minutes, promising to 
tell all about the murder, but the lynchers, 
fearing interference, urged execution. The 
attorney for the commonwealth reached the 
scene and attempted an appeal for the law to 
take its course. He was warned off on peril 
of his life.

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QUARRELING OVER THE GRAVE 


The Marine Beard and the Pensacola Doctors in a 
Dispute. 

Wasurneton, October 2.—Telegraphic cor- 
respondents in Pensacola have devoted muc:: 
space since the yellow fever made its appear- 
ance there to attacking the marine bospita! 
service and the national! board of health, and 
editorials have appeared in some newspapers 
based on the assumption that these attacks 
were just, passing harsh criticism upon both 
of these bodies. Surgeon-General Hamilton, 
ofthe marine hospital. service, has just re- 
tarned to the city from a visit to New Or- 
leans. On being made aware of the general 


circulation to these newspaper assaults ne 
made the following statement: The 
position of the marine hospital  ser- 
Vice in regard to the Pensacola epi- 
demic has been misunderstood, and 
in some quarters grossly misrepresented. The 
statement that the Pensacola board of health 
would have been supplanted or caused to resign 
incase the marine hospital service took charge 
there, is infamously false. The service plan 
was supplementary to the work of that body, 
and its members weil knew it. They had ap- 

lied to the national board of health, which 
iad an appropriation expressly in aid of local 
beards of health, for money, and they re- 
eeived an allowance of $150. I had intended, 
if so requested, to assume charge of the 
inland quarantine and establish camps near 
Oakfield, several miles from Pensacola. I am 
net, therefore, able to see on what grounds 
this course would have interfered with the 
board of health of Pensacola. 

WHAT PENSACOLA WANTED. 

The fact is they wanted money, not assist- 
ance, or iff assistance were furnished, they 
Wished the guvernment to take sides with 
them in their quarrel with the mayor. This 
quarrel, itis well known, originated because 
the Pensacola quarautine, as inanaged by the 
board of health, is ineflicient, and facts have 
since demonstrated the entire accuracy of the 
mayor's statement. The responsibility for 
the introduction of the present epidemic 
rests On the local board of health, and they 
will do well not. to add to that responsibility 
by blocking the measures for the prevention 
of the spread of the disease to other districts. 
Tie fact is 1 telegraphed the governor on 
September 10; as soon as the yellow fever was 
declared epidemic, without waiting 
for a formal requcst, offering 
assistance. The governor accepted it on the 
sixteenth, but withdrew the acceptance on 
the following day, saying: ‘The board ot 
health, couiposed of yentlemen familiar 
with the treatment of yellow fever, do not 
desire quarantine established around Pensa- 
cola by the marine service. There is already 
an efficient quarantine and I withdraw my 
application for quarantine, to be established 
by the treasury department, but earnestly 
request that the department give the addi- 
sional pecuniary aid, asked for in my tele- 
gram of yesterday.’’ It was signed by W. B. 
Bloxham, governor. It speaks for itself and 
show the animus of the local board of health, 
who well knew that Dr. White, of the service 
at “Pensacola, was as familiar with yellow 
fever as was any physician in the city. The 
fact was published in terms that could not be 
misunderstood that the one hundred thous- 
and dollars special fund for the suppression 
of epidemics must be disbursed under the 
supervision of the officers of the marine hos- 
pital service. That statement was made pub- 
lic at the same time that the announcement 
was made that the treasury department had 
been chosen asthe custodian of the fund.

WasHINGTON, October 2.—A  courmission 
consisting of Captain John H. Stevenson, of 
New Orleans; United State Shipping Com- 
missioner Wright, and Dr. J. B. Hamilton, 
appointed to solicit a site for the new marine 
hospital at New Orleans, have submitted their 
report to Acting Secretary New, and it has 
been approved by him. The commiission re- 
commend the purchase for $25,000 of a tract 
of land of twenty-two acres under fence, with- 
in the city lintits; near tne old United States 
(Sedgwick) hospital grounds, now acity park. 
fhe land has on it 1,100 bearing orange trees, 
with other southern fruit trees. Jt is 
on the river bank, above the highest water 
niark,

From the Dryest Town in Georgia to the Best Watered 
Town in the State— Body of a Cincinnati Drum- 
mer Found Dead in Americus—A Hearse 
Run Away With in Thomaston. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Avnany, October 1.—Last Friday morning 
about 8:50 o'clock the gratifying intelligence 
was conveyed to our citizens that the augur 
boring the county artesian well in the court 
house square had struck a vein of water and 
that it had commenced to flow. This proved 
to be true, and a visit to the spot at once set 
t rest all doubts as to the success of Albany's 
eecond artesian well. This first flow of water 
was obtained from a depth of about 570 feet, 
The energetic and tireless contractor, Mr. J. 


J. Jackson, continued the work, however, al! 
day Friday and yesterday, the stream growing 
bolder the further he advanced, until about 
4 p.m. yesterday, when the drill had attained 
a depth of 640 feet, he ceased work and drew 
out his inner piping and drill, and the water 
has since been gushing furth in 
a copious stream, vielding between 
thirty and forty gallons per minute, 
abont the same capacity of the present city 
well. The well will be formally turned over 
to the county commissioners, with whom the 
contract was made, on Monday. We learn, 
however, that the boring will be continued at 
least twelve or fifteen feet further in order, if 
possible, to pierce through a hard rock which 
the drill had struck at the above depth, and 
which itis thought will require only a few 
hours additional work. 

The water now gushing forth does not ap- 
pear to differ materially in taste or tempera- 
ture from that of the city well, which it will 
be recollected is just 650 feet in depth. The 
strata, however, through which the augur 
was driven in boring the present well were 
not identical in all respects with those 
encountered in the first or city well, although 
the two wells are only about 400 yards apart, 
and a statement of them in their order, as 
given me by the contractor, Mr. Jackson, 
may be of interest to some.‘ For the 
first fifty feet the drill went through common 
red clay. The next 10 were composed main- 
ly of strata of rotten limestone. Then came 
130 feet of a composite of marl, sand, flint and 
shell rock. Then the quick sand was encoun- 
tered, which extended about 140 feet further 
to go through, which gave more trouble and 
caused more delay than all the rest of it. 
This portion of the work required extreme 
caution and constant vigilance to keep the 
drill and piping from being inex- 
dricably stuck and fixed, Fully two 
months hand work was expended 
in getting through the 140 feet of quicksand. 
After this for about 30 feet further came stic- 
cessive strata of hard rock, each averaging 
fr m four to five feet in thickness, with lay- 
ers of sand between. Then came 50 feet of 
rnarl, after going through which, and for a 
distance of 90 feet further, the drill pierced 
the water bearing strata composed mainly of 
marl and rock intermixed, The above added

Discovered Years Before Those of California—One 
Hundred Poundsof Pure Vold from One Acre of

The earliest history of inining, no doubt, 
began by man searching the sands for gold, 
which is one of the first metal of which we 
have any account, The first record in the 
Bible is where the Hebrew poet, Job, sings of 
silveranda ~»lace for gold. He, like many 
others, loved the yellow metal, and not only 
sought for it by the sweatof his brow, but 
lifted his voice in song. The Egyptians, no 
doubt, had a knowledge of placer mining, 
for when Moses led the children of Israel out 


of the land of Egypt, they carried with them 
gold enough to make for themselves a golden 
calf or golden god, This was probably found 
in the African sands by the natives. In 
modern days the sands and = gravel 
beds of rivers contain gold as_ they 
did thousands of years ago. We now have 
evidence of river beds that were formed prob- 
ably long before the advent of man, aad still 
the gold lies until it is extracted by the hand 
of man untarnished by the cycles of time. 
All nations. of people have sought for this 
metal, which is so favored by all. They have 
used from thesimplest to the most complex 
methods for obtaining it.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


A Meeting at Which Some Very Impertant Circulars 
are Issued Concerning Freight Rates. 

The railroad commission met yesterday 
morning at 10 o'clock, with a full board pres- 
ent. The question before the board was rela- 
tive tothe making of continuous rates_ be- 
tween stations 6n the main line of a road and 
the stations on its branches or leased lines. 
In other words, it is a virtual consolidation as 
ar as rates are concerned of a rail- 
road and the other railreads which it might 
eventuaily own of operate. The decision 
will be found in circulars’27 and 28 published 
in the advertising eolunins of Tue Constitv- 
TION to-day. The Central railroad, South- 
western railroad, Savannah, (Griffin and North 
Alabama, and the Upson county railroads 
and the branches leased lines of 
any of these, are, for the purposes 
of transportation made a_ continuous 
line, The same isthe casein regard to the 
Richmond and Danville, the Lawrenceville, 
the Hartwag)!, the RoswelHt ard the Elberton 
railroads, the Georgia Pacific and the North- 
eastern railroad. The East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, and the Savannah, Florida 
and Western are made different systems, thas 
making four different ‘‘systems’’ for these 
four great railroad lines. The effect of 
these circulars will be far reaching. 
It will do away with the com- 
bination of locals now used by each of these 
different systems to increase the rates between 
the stations ONgtheir leased lines and those on 
the main lines. It will make lowerrates to 
almost al] stations in Georgia. The fifteen per 
cent increase on cotton is still allowed as well 
as the twenty per cent additional on fertil- 
izers. Lumber has been put down to twenty 
per cent below class P, of standard rates on 
all railroads in the state. There are other re- 
ductions and changes which can be seen by a 
perusal of the circ ulars.
